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THE TIP OF THE ICICLE 

Someone asked, "Why don't you tell us something 
about the place you live?" Okay, here's a little bit of 
family history. I was born in Baltimore in 1950. My 
dad just finished medical school and over the next 
four and a half years he did his internship and 
residency in four places in the East. My parents 
wanted my sister and me to grow up somewhat removed 
from the influence of their families which were old 
time Baltimore. My dad had been in SanFrancisco in 
the navy during the war and convinced my mother to 
move to California sight unseen (rather than Rhode 
Island). At four and a half I moved to the San Jose 
area. We moved to Palo Alto and then San Mateo when 
I was seven. My father set up the County Mental 
Health wing . in the county hospital, which was then 
named after him when my parents were killed in an 
automobile accident caused by a drunk driver when I 
was ten. My paternal uncle became our guardian, 
when he was 26 and just entering residency to also 
become a psychiatrist. 

He decided that the suburban life was a litle too 
removed for us and we moved to Sausalito when I was 
14. My last three years of high school were thus 
spent in Marin County with easy access to San 
Francisco. The time was '65 to '68. I was a typical 
preppie teenager; class president, student council, 
swimmer, runner, football player, etc. I partook of 
much of what was going on in SF. The concerts at the 
Filmore and WinterLand, in Golden Gate Park and at 
Monterey. 1 loved to roam in the wilds on Mt 
Tarn alp ias and spent countless days at S tins on Beach. 
I was not immune to the drugs at large at the time 
(virtually all of them) nor being propositioned by 
gays who would pick up young guys who were hitch 
hiking (left that one alone). I knew that there was a 
war going on but didn't pay it too much attention until 
my senior year. I was terribly shocked to learn that 
the government had lied to us about some of the things 
that were going. A sceptic was being shaped. 

I don't remember making the decision to go to 
university. It seemed that it had always been 
expected that I would go and so it was just a matter of 
deciding were to go. I applied to about a dozen 
institutions in CA but somehow always knew that 
Berkeley was the best school there was and would go 
there, so [ did. That's when the top came off of 
everything. I listened to what everyone had to say and 
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U quickly became apparent that the President and 
government were trying to feed us manure. I became 
quite involved in the demonstrations that took place; 
People's Park, Cambodia etc. I threw back the teargas 
cannisters at the police, county cops and national 
guard when they were called in. From 30 meters I 
watched a cop shoot and kill an innocent onlooker on 
top of a building on Telegraph Ave. I was not an 
instigator and too young to be in on anything 
important. The Chronicle interviewed me and three 
others about what was going on. When my uncle and 
others saw my picture on the front page they thought I 
might have been killed, until they read on. Through 
all this I maintained a 3.3 average and qualified to 
spend my third year at the exchange campus in 
Bordeaux, France. Drinking age in CA was 21 and so I 
was flabbergasted to find that I could now buy any 
amount of any type of wine I wished. Along with 
taking courses beside the French students [ learned a 
lot about life. I ballooned to 85 kg, grew a long beard 
and hair down to the bottom of my shoulderblades. 

When I came home after showing my sister and 
uncle around Europe I dove into my studies. I had 
started in Math but moved to Geography as a freshman 
because I wanted to closer to people and loved maps. 
As a senior I already started taking graduate courses. 
I was 4.0 for year 4. I started to wake up: got back 
into sports, weight back down to 75 kg, realized I was 
hiding behind all that hair, cut the beard and was 
vegetarian for the year. I had been fighting my draft 
board for three years over CO status. 1 was burying 
them in paper with my appeals etc. 1 failed my pre- 
induction physical because I had high blood pressure. 
1-Y for the first year after graduation. I also had an 
English girl friend (met in France). What to do? 
Didn't know. What am good at? Going to school. 
Better go to school some more until we find out. I 
applied up the West coast (not down, hate LA, of 
course) and across Canada. Got in with TAships 
everywhere but UBC (the prof had enuf grad students). 
She got into UBC; I went to Simon Fraser Fall 72. 

Relationship lasted three months. We were 
etrangers in common in France, but very little else in 
the end. I was still shaky psychically but managed to 
stand on my own moderately. Sewed many oats on the 
road to choosing my wife. Cut the hair, got into 
clothes, enjoyed the freedom of early twentydom. But 
I was lonely. Bronwen came back from a year in 
Europe 72-73 and the first course she took was Geog 
101- TA Mr E Young. I had three picked as possible 
contenders, seeked them all out after the course was 
over (yes, I expect you to believe that!) and she was 
miles ahead. We skied, sailed, went to the symphony, 
played flute, etc. together for two years. We talked 
'til all hours, we became best friends and finally 
lovers. Those talks were a catalyst that brought many 
things into perspective. We didn't want to be in the 
city. Why live somewhere and dream about leaving it 



on the weekends? Why not live where you feel good 
and visit the city when you feel the need? I wanted to 
live in Canada. The USA has too much inertia and 
pressure that leads it in directions that aren't good 
for the world. The government finally admitted that 
the stated intention of US foreign policy was to make 
the world a safe place for US industry (ie. let us rip 
you off, guys). And it never seemed to learn from its 
mistakes; Nicaragua, El Salvadore, Marcos, the Shah, 
etc. I realized that my uncle's liberalism was too 
tame, I was a socialist. Canada listens to its 
socialists, it knows that they have the best ideas 
(until recently it just didn't want them to be the 
practitioners). Bronwen received her teaching 
credential after doing her practicum in Vernon and I 
got a job at Okanagan College. I found out what I 
wanted to do: teach. (I kept writing to the draft board 
all along, still have the card, too; but the Pres called 
an end to the draft before I had to refuse induction.) 

We married early in 77 and bought our piece of 
property late that Fall; 16.5 acres, 9 of prime hay 
land with 1 in woods and the rest pasture. We set 
about building our own log home (completed in three 
installments) and turning the raw land into a 
subsistance farm. We decided that this was were we 
wanted to live and that the jobs would have to fit that, 
rather than chase the job market. Bad decision to 
make just before the presidential election of '80. The 
recession that Reagan plunged the world into caught 
me by the short ones. The college had no permanent 
job for me and the move to the public system was 
punctuated by five years of underemployment (part 
time, subbing, etc.) Mr Reagan cost me SIOO0OO of 
income (not to mention the troops he sent after me at 
Berkeley). Now I knew I belonged in Canada, became a 
citizen in 1980. We spent lots of energy on make our 
land into a small farm. I learned how to put up hay, 
pull a calf from a cow, load pigs into trucks, plow 
snow on driveways and clay fields into wheat and oats. 
Many has been the time that we have had friends over 
for a meal and everything on the plate was produced 
on the farm, including the wine! One New Years the 
electricity went out so we just continued cooking the 
meal on our 1909 cook stove and had a great time. We 
also had two sons, Elan in 79 and Gresham in '81. 
Gresham developed liver cancer in '87 and died 
shortly before Xmas. A heavy toll, and a void 
impossible to fill, though we did try to adopt. 

I know that the part about the present is short but 
I see things as a continuum. Arriving is not the point, 
getting there is what it's all about. We want to be 
where we feel good, where the environment is still 
strong, the animals still live. In 15 minutes I can be 
in our canoe on a small lake where a loon will call to 
me. I can ride our horse up the mountain behind (1 
km) our house and have to turn around because we see 
a bear. I can raise my head up from stacking fire 
wood to watch a flight of 200 geese heading south. I 
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do less of the work now but our farm still produces 
more food than three people need to eat in one year. 
We are semi-vegetarians now so we sell all the beef 
and use the money to buy salmon and halibut that a 
local fisherman catches and brings up from the coast. 
Our customers still say that its the best beef they've 
ever eaten, one doesn't bother with ordering beef in a 
restaurant. We recycle everything we can, compost all 
organic matter (and spread it with the manure), run 
our vehicles on propane, etc. I contribute to society 
by being a trustee on the local hospital board. 
Finally, [ try to train our young people to think and 
become self-aware active members of society. 

I have always believed that I (anyone?) could 
always accomplish anything that I set my mind to do. 
1 always have but it was a humbling experience to 
push my body to failure and have to walk the last five 
km of the marathon knowing how fast I can run. I 
firmly believe that we have to keep the long term 
perspective in mind. We have to think globally and 
act locally/personally. I enjoyed this, hope you did.

I would look forward to more challenges of my 
thinking and stance. That said .... 
Phil Reynolds: I consider myself to be a socialist at 
heart, too. For the last several years t have been 
labelling myself as a liberal social democrat (my own 
concoction of terminology-I'm not even sure if it 
makes sense!). I am aware of attempts to apply 
socialism in societies throughout history and many of 
these have had problems, if they weren't outright 
failures. In parcticality, a blend of socialism and 
capitalism seems to be the best of both philosophies. 
Being the realist that I am, I still hope for the day 
when civilizations will be mature enough to become 
much more socialist. The realist in me, however, 
thinks, "Not in my lifetime." 

ECY: Most of the failures have been attempts that 
were brought on by some dictatorship group "the 
proliteriate" ie. the society as a whole was not behind 
it and was pulled in by some "leading" group. Where 
the vast majority of the society has endorsed the idea 
it seems to flourish, eg, Sweden, Japan, etc. 
Dennis Klein: By the time I get the next TTA it is 
likely that the November elections will be past. This 
year is a particularly frustrating one for me as the US 
political system continues to generate woefully 
inadequate condidates at all levels. With the entry of 
Perot into the campaign I heard all sorts of 
established ploiticians and pundits defending the two 
party system as the 'American Way" and conjuring up 
all sorts of terrible consequences if Perot's challenge 
were to upset the applecart. What this country needs 
is to have its cart upset. The bulk of government in 
this country has become entrenched and unresponsive 
to the needs of the people. Major changes are needed. 
I personally have felt that a parliamentary system of 
government might be more responsive, but won't 
provide significant changes until the bureaucracy 
changes its mindset from self-preservation to treating 
the people of the country as their employers. I am no 
fan of any of the cnadidates (I voted for Tsongas in the 
primary). When Perot pulled out in July then got 
back in I lost all respect for the man. At this time, I 
will likely vote for Clinton because I don't want Bush 
to have the next Supreme Court appointment. 
ECY: We are just as fed up with our parliamentary 
system up here as you are. It has some advantages, 
slightly less entrenchment, but the strict party line 
voting has losts of us put off. Many people are looking 
for some hybrid of the two. We do have the nice 
situation of three parties, with a fourth, ultra-right, 
in the emergence stages. We all feel the need for 
changes, but the direct democracy fanatics had better 
look at what that means, check out Oregon and 
California with their plethora of single issue groups. 
What happens if some of that stuff passes? We just let 
peoples constitutional rights evaporate because we 
were pissed off one November Tuesday morning?
